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AUTO CLUB COMPLETES NEW 
SIGN-POSTING 
Be le 


Sign-posting operations which open 
all of the country east of Lake Ta- 
hoe to Southern California motor- 
ists, and make a direct connection 
with the main eastern routes to the 
Tahoe section have just been com- 
pleted by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, according to an 
an official report issued recently. 

In addition to this important work, 
the club has also finished the re- 
signing of the Midland Trail from 
Southern California to Ely, Nevada, 
and has completed the marking of 
the Lincoln highway from Ely to 
Salt Lake City. 

In thus extending the sign system 
of this part of the state more than 
536 enameled meta] signs have been 
used, each carrying full directions 
for travel. On the Lincoln highway 
project, it is of interest to note that 
250 signs were placed over 293 miles 
of road. That would place a sign at 
approximately every mile of the way, 
spo that they are now about twelve 
city blocks apart over ‘the entire 
distance. 

Approximately 2537 miles were 
covered by the Automobile Club in 
doing the work, a large part of this 
mileage being “run up” in Mono and 
Inyo counties. According to road 
report brought back, the roads over 
which the new signs lead to Lake 
Tahoe from the east are now in good 
condition, particularly via Carson 
City and King’s canyon ffom Bishop. 
An alternate route is offered 
Woodford's, Genoa and Kingsbury 
eanyon, 

In the report it is shown that 
Carson City has done a great and 
good work for all motorists by pav- 
ing its main streets, thus making the 
direct route in that section in good 
travelable condition. 

Construction crews are now work- 
ing on the road from Bishop to Mono 
Lake, a distance of 115 miles, and 
according to the Automobile Club re- 
port, this will be a highway par ex- 
cellence when completed and the 
country through which it passes will 
provide one of the most scenic 
drives in the state. 

“Constant road changes and the 
improvement of highways call for 
constant changes in the sign system 
throughout the country,” pointed out 
Secretary Mitchell, “and in order to 
keep up with this continuous de- 
mand made upon the organization, 
the club must grow always in its 
membership. We hope to have 15,000 
members by January first. and to 
this end all present members have 
been asked to work.”

AMERICA HAD THE FIRST SUB 

There igs no feature of the present 
European war that has been of such 
vital interest to the onlookers as has 
been the submarine warfare engaged 
in by the combatants of the present 
conflict. The submarine, although 
recognized generally as a later day 
instrument, is true only as such in 
the great advancement that has re- 
cently been made in this mode of 
warfare. 

But the submarine was thought out 
several centuries ago. Leaving out 
the account of the early attempts of 
a Dutch physician in 1620, and those 
of an Englishman, Symons, in 1747, 
it may be a surprise to many Amer- 
icans to learn that the first subma- 
rine attack was undertaken in the 
war of independence in 1775. 

David Bushnell, an American pa- 
triot, constructed a crude vessel of 
wood, which was manually propelled. 
Behind the vessel was a magazine 
containing about 150 pounds of pow- 
der and a clockwork exploding de- 
vice. In marked contrast to present 
day practice, in which the submarine 
accomplishes its destructive errand 
by discharging a self-propelled mine 
or torpedo against an enemy vessel, 
the magazine of Bushnell was attach- 
ed to the hull of an undesirable ship 
by means of a cable terminating in 
a wood screw. It was thus kept 
in position until the explosion. 

Bushnell carried out a submarine 
attack on the British warship Eagle, 
and, although he succeeded in ma- 
neuvering his craft under the sus- 
pected enemy, he failed properly to 
attach the mine or magazine to the 
bottom planking of the Eagle, with 
the result that the explosion took 
place about an hour later at some 
distance away from the intended vic- 
tim, and without causing any damage 
to the enemy. 

Although Bushnell’s attempt was 
not successful, it held much promise 
and for that reason it was not lost 
sight of. Robert Fulton, who built 
the famous steamboat Clermont, of- 
fered Napoleon a submarine of his 
invention for the contemplated in- 
vasion of England, and a German 
engineer, Wilhelm Bauer, in 1850, 
came forth with plans for a subma- 
rine by which, to use the words of 
Burgoyne, an English writer on ma- 
rine subjects, “the solution of the 
problem of submarine navigation was 
promoted to a higher degree than 
any other inventor.” 

Following the attack on the Eagle 
Bushnell’s submarine made a similar 
attack on an English man-of-war, 
Cerberus. This also miscarried, but 
three of the crew of a prize schooner 
astern the Cerberus, in hauling one

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of Bushnell’s drifting torpeodoes on 
board, were killed by its explosion. 

Bushnell called his submarine the 
American Turtle. A letter from Sy- 
mons, dated August 1777, to Rear 
Admiral Parker, shows that Bush- 
nell’s submarine boat at least made 
British commanders far more cau- 
tious and disinclined to come too 
near shore. 

The following closing sentences of 
this letter shows that the commander 
of the Cerberus was made very ill 
at ease by this first experience with 
submarine warefare: “Upon examin- 
ing round the ship after this acci- 
dent we found another part of the 
line to port side buoyed up in the 
game manner, which I ordered to be 
cut away immediately for fear of 
hauling up another machine. The 
ingenuity of these people is singular 
in their secret modes of mischief.” 

Captain Symons, like many naval 
officers in the European conflict, 
evidently did not approve of “un- 
derhanded fighting.” In January, 
1778, Bushnell sent a “fleet of kegs” 
down the Delaware with the view 
of having them explode among the 
British ships that were then in the 
lower part of the river, but owing 
to the ice and the darkness they did 
little damage. They blew up one 
of the enemy’s boats, however, and 
occasioned no little consternation 
among their seamen. 

Bushnell was born in Saybrook, 
Connecticut, in the year 1742, and 
graduated at Yale college in 1775. 
During his collegiate career he turn- 
ed his attention to submarine war- 
fare. The unfortunate issue of his 
projects rendered him very dejected. 

Disappointed by his failure and 
the neglect of the government, he 
went to France at the close of the 
war, where he remained for a num- 
ber of years, and when he returned 
he settled in Georgia under the as- 
sumed name of Dr. Bush, desiring 
there to conceal his identity and 
connection with the early efforts of 
his life. He was much beloved and 
respected by all who knew him and 
he died at the age of 84 years, in 
1826.

on the spot.

These conditions are: first, a uni- 
form, cool temperature; and second, 
ja uniform condition of humidity of 
about 90 per cent. The uniformity 
of humidity can be secured by ven- 
tilation and the use of proper hu- 
midifiers. The condition of humidity 
in the storage rooms should be care- 
fully determined by means of the 
sling psychrometer two or three 
times each day. Naturally the fruits 
for storage must be picked with the 
best of care in order to eliminate so 


far as possible all mechanical ju 





ies which are likely to result in de- 
cay, the development of which is par- 
ticularly favored by the high humid- 
ity necessary for successful storage 
conditions. 

Varieties 

Of the Florida varieties of grape- 
fruit planted in California the ones 
most frequently tried have been the 
Triumph, Duncan, and Marsh Seed- 
less. The writer has been shown in- 
dividual trees of other varieties in 
several Southern California orchards, 
but knows of no commercial plant- 
ings in bearing of other varieties 
than those named above. Trees of 
so-called seedling origin. or of un- 
common and probably comparatively 
recent introductions, have also been 
found in a few places. As a matter 
of fact the writer knows of no care- 
ful and adequate comparative trial of 
grapefruit varieties in California. 
The extensive propagation and plant- 
ing of a carefully selected and ex- 
tensive collection of types and va- 
rieties undertaken by the citrus ex- 
periment station at Riverside will 
undoubtedly give us much needed 
and reliable information as to the 
comparative merits of the establish- 
ed varieties from Florida and other 
grapefruit districts in this country 
and abroad, for California conditions. 

The Triumph grapefruit trees in 
Southern California observed by the 
writer produce large yields of rather 
small fruits, containing: many seeds, 
usually from 25 to 50 in each fruit. 
This character bars this variety from 
serious consideration for commercial 
plantings in California. 

The Duncan grapefruit trees ob- 
served in Southern California tend 
to produce rather large, round fruits, 
usually containing more than the 
number of seeds desired for market 
purpose. The fruits observed have 
had thick rinds as a rule, the quality 
of the juice was somewhat inferior, 
and the rag was coarse in texture 
and very bitter. The last character- 
istic may have been due to 
conditions, as no comparison was 
made with other varieties of grape- 
fruit grown under the same condi-

The Imperial, Colton Terrace Seed- 
ling, Aurantium, Commercial, and 
Blood varieties and type of grape- 
fruit, and the Sampson tangelo, have 
also been propagated and planted to 
some extent in California. The re- 
sults of these plantings have not as 
yet demonstrated them to be a com- 
mercial success in California. Simi- 
lar isolated plantings of related and 
other varieties of grapefruit are still 
in the experimental stage so far as 
California is concerned and need not 
be considered further in this discus- 
sion. 

The Marsh Seedless, or Marsh, 
variety of grapefruit has been found 
to be the best of all the varieties 
grown in California and in districts 
having similar conditions. If all of; 
the plantings in California of varie- 
ties other than Marsh Seedless from 
which fruits are marketed, were re- 
placed by Marsh Seedless, either by 
replanting or rebudding the _ estab- 
lished trees, the writer is strongly of | 
the opinion that the result would be 
very beneficial to the industry as a 
whole. 

According to Hume, the Marsh 
Seedless variety was introduced in 
Florida by C. M. Marsh, of Lakeland, 
Florida. The original tree was said 
to be a seedling, although the writer 
wishes to point out the fact that 
nearly all fruit growers upon finding 
an unusual! tree in their orchard 
have called it a seedling. This uni- 
versal custom is_ responsible for 
much misinformation concerning the 
origin of fruit varieties. The writer 
would like to suggest to citrus fruit 
growers and others that unless it is 
definitely known whether or not a 
tree originated from a seed or a 
bud, the origin of the tree be left in 
doubt, and a simple statement of the 
facts concerning the finding of the 
tree be made and iecorded. There 
is no longer any reason or excuse

pomelo has not the distinct, pro- 
nounced flavor of the typical fruit,

|! THE REDEMPTION OF HARD SOIL 
| Over a major portion of Southern 
| California during some period in the 
lremote past there was spread a de- 
|posit of red soil varying in depth 
land texture. It is obvious that it 
|was deposited by water, and there 
are reasons for believing that it 
iwas deposited under water, that is 
to say at the bottom of an ocean or} 
\lake. Earthquakes and erosion have 
{wrought havoc with this continuous | 
lred plain, and only remnants of it 
i/now remain. Pretty good sized rem-| 
nants, it is @ue, in the case of the 
Redlands and Riverside areas; but 


| 











the bulk of it in the great east and 
west valley of Southern California 
has been either cut and swept away 
or covered by wash deposits occur- 
ring since the sea receded from the 
region. 


“The details of the process by 
which this extensive deposit of red 
soil was formed do not vitally con- 
cern the man who today is tilling it. 
It is not strange, however, that he 
should wonder why it is so hard in 
places; and why, even where it is 
known to be a hundred feet deep, 
there should be a stratum of it just 
below the surface so desperately 
compact as to require the designa- 
tion of “hardpan.” 


I say that the wherefore of it is 
not -important; but I must immedi- 
ately add that the remedy for its 
resistance to water and to tillage is 
of vital concern to every one who 
is seeking to take it through the 
medium of agriculture the vast store 
of latent wealth that it contains— 
for analysis has proved that in all 
elements of fertility except nitrogen 
it is exceedingly rich. 


I had, and still have, on my place 
on the East Highlands mesa, about 
five acres of this puzzling soil. At 
a depth of ten or twelve inches a 
stratum of hardpan is encountered, 
varying from a few inches to three 
feet in thickness. The soil on top 
of the hardpan is quite hard also; 
and, lying as it does on a round and 
sloping hillside, the conditions of the 
centuries have not favored an gc- 
cumulation of humus or sediment, 
although the indigenous grass and 
brush protected it from erosion. Un- 
der the hardpan is a deposit of rath- 
er compact, gravelly red soil of un- 
known depth, the three classes, top 
soil, hardpan, and underlying soil, 
each showing about the same chemi- 
cal contents. 


Twenty years ago this piece, to- 
gether with the rest of the place, 
was set to oranges. And then the 
nightmare began. It was almost im- 
possible to get any water into the 
ground. A stream the size of a 
lead pencil would run across it and 
go almost undiminished into the 
waste ditch. The top soil was so 
hard that unless it was cultivated 
at just the right moment it would 
break up into little brick-like clods; 
and these clods, when forming the 
down-hill side of a furrow, would 
permit the water to flow through be- 


tween them and thus cause a break. 
Even with constant attention this 
piece was never irrigated without 


a score of breaks ‘and proportional 
annoyance. 


In the course of time the trees 
came into bearing, but the fruit— 


be known at the packing house as 
“Bristol’s little oranges.” Plainly, 
something had to be done—and it 
was. In a word the whole refractory 
five acres was covered six inches 
deep with a loose, gravelly soil con- 
taining little or no clay. And, pres-| 
to, there was a _ transformation. 

In order to understand just what 
happened it is necessary to consider 
what occurs in the process of fur- 
row irrigation. When water is run 
across fine grained soil on any 
grade except a very light one—say 
one per cent—it cuts and carries 
the soil; in other words it runs 
muddy. Every irrigator knows that 
muddy water will not penetrate 
because the soil particles 
carried in solution clog the pores of 
the soil over which it flows. Even 
on a grade of one per cent—and 
mine did not exceed that—if the 
stream in the furrow was a little 
too large it would cut where a| 
smaller stream would not.” On grav- 
elly soil the grade may be two or| 
three per cent without cutting--| 
and the water will run clear. It 
follows then that when I had cov- 
ered my hard soil with the gravelly 
loam—and the plow, by the way, has 
never been allowed to bring up the 
red and mix it with the gravel—the 
water no more ran muddy; and, 
sinking in the gravel and reaching 
the red in its clear condition it 
penetrated that much more readily 
than when it ran across the red 
itself. Then, too, it spreads under 
the gravelly blanket so that only 
two furrows to the land are requir- 
ed; and in many places it will dur- 
ing a 24-hour run_ creep 
through the tree row to the 
below. 


Well, the joke about the little 
oranges is forgotten at the packing 
house. From half a dozen standpoints 
the gravelly blanket is a good thing; 
absorption of water, .etention of 
moisture, ease of cultivation, freedoin 
from breaks in irrigating and some 
others. Those who have seen the 
crops produced since the Joose soil 
was put on agree that mj _night- 
mare was transformed to a pleasant 
dream, I do not know -vaat it cost; 
the work was done at odd itmes| 
when the ranch teams were not busy 
at anything else. 


No, the scheme did nor originate 
with me. I have heard each of two| 
men in a neighboring community 
who practiced it claim it as their in 
vention. But then I heard a Las} 
Angeles man 25 years 1g0 proclaim | 
himself the father of irrmgation, in 
spite of the story in Genesis about 
the stream that went out to water 
the garden. Perhaps Adam himse!f 
had a patch of hard soil, too, and 
covered it with sand to lI'ghten his 
task with the hose and ihe roes— 
who knows? But from whatever age 
or clime it hails the scheme is a 
good one. The cost to me, whatever 
it was, has been repaid, and the in.- 
provement, so long as we do not 
plow up the red soil and mix it with 
the gravel, will be permanent. There 
are hundreds and thousands of acres 
of oranges elsewhere in California 
that would be benefited by the trear- 
ment—orchards that without it and 
an increase in their humus promise 
to bankrupt their owners. 

I have said that these hard soils 


are rich in the mineral elements o? 
fertility, and that is equivalent io 
saying that for many years no fer- 
tilizer except a nitrogenous one need 
be applied.

and manure to be the best form in 
which to apply nitrogen to hard 
soils, and I further believe that the 
cover crops should be permitted to 
mature in order that their roots may 
make holes for the penetrition of 
both water and air; and this belief 
is based on years of practice. One 
advantage that a hard soil has over 
a loose one lies in the fact that no 
fertility can be leached out of it im- 
to the under-drainage; it can only be 
depleted by sluicing it away from the 
surface and there is no excuse what- 
ever for that. 

I am reluctant to find fault with 
any ofthe work of Nature in Soutn- 
ern California, but the Old Nurse of 
Earth, while doing much for man in 
the rather arid regions, has left 
much for him to do for himself if 
the best results are to be attained. 
My fiveacre tract of hard soil I re- 
garded as the worst on the place, 
but now I am wishing that the rest 
were like it——William M. Bristol in 
California Cultivator.
